A Brony Apovt Musmies.—Frank Buckland’s
“‘Curlosities of Natural History,” just publislied

Tmmediately on thear wrrival in London he asked
me to examine them. They were two males and
at female, in a remarkubly good stute ol preser-
vation, the hair, nails, skin, ete., being dry and
Jard like boards, and the features in two of the
specimens distivetly visible.  They did not
appear even (o have been wrapped in bundages,
but to have been submitted to the process of
embalming, and then allowed to dry. 1 aneicd
from their appearaunce that they had been em.
balmed by the ancient Egyptinn priest-surgeons,
atter the following munnor, desoribed by He-
wodotus as one of the least cxpensive modes of
embalming:—*They fill all the intestines wirh ce-
dur ail, without either cutting to the abdomen
or removing the viscera; (heu preventing the
egress of the injected Nuid, they sult the body tor
the fixed number of days, und at the end of that
time they let out the cedar oll, the power of
which 1 such that §t brings out in it hoth the
Intestines and viscera: it consumes the fesh,
and the skin and bones alone remain. This
being done they return the bodyv.' My iriend
deseribed to me the various adventures and
eschipes he encountered in bringing over lis
specimens, it being very difliculr to obtain mim- |
